While doubt that you'll be writing more aljout this from what you say, I sugi-jest 
that it is the wrong approach to criticize ^*tone, as iJithony Lewis and others did, by 
citing the Warren Ueport. Kiere now is virtually nothing in the Report tliat can be accepted, 
froii the CouLdssloii' s own records and those I got fron the executive agencies. 

aooe years ago I published two Coinniasion menoranda on Vlarron' s explanation to the 
staff of wliy he took the gob when he Imcw he should not{ to prevent 40,000,(XX) incinerations. 
Tellinfe liiti that is how nBJ twisted liis arm. The executive session transcripts I have make 
it clear tliat the Commission decided long before its first hearings tliat it would conclude 
there had been no conspiracy. I'hey were well aware that this was tlie I'DI's decision and they 
confessed their fear of the i'BI to each other. 

The FBI actually controlled the Coiaraisnion from the outset, once hoover failed to 
prevent its creation. I have a history professor friend who is writing a book on that 
largely from records I've given him. VIhetlier or not tlie Commission over got wind of it, 
and I think it did not, the FBI iianetUateiy prepared dossiers on the members and the staff 
and updated those on the staff wlien the ^'^sport was issued. Ut preimrod "sex dossiers" 
on the critics^ Hoover even prevented Warren's appointment of Ills own choice, Warren tjlney, 


as general counsel. Byzantine! 


In some ways the House assassins committee was worse. I was the credited and uncredited 

source of stories ciitical of it by Vfendell Kmils, !^ohn Crowdsoii i?nd possibly otliers at the 

'limes, l«ardne" at the Post and in the St. Louis Post Dispatch and othaj’ papers.
